.Ilanuers r.nd Schools. 

It is much to be regretted, that while 
our common school system has been grow¬ 
ing to something like maturity in regard 
to the acquisition of knowledge, it has 
been proportionally degenerating in re¬ 
gard to-manners and morals. It is a very 
favorable indication that this degeneracy 
is beginning to be seen and felt by the 
leading minds of the age, and that an ef¬ 
fort is beginning to bo put forth in the 
right direction, and the proper persons. 

I can remember very well when no boy 
was permitted to cross the threshold of 
the sch?,;l-house during school hours, 
without yaking a respectful bow, and tile 
same thing was required at each recita¬ 
tion, anJ after every flogging, and if the 
bow happened to be a stiff nod of the 
head, it had to be repeated till the spine 
became sufficiently limber to indicate that 
it was composed of different bones, and 
not one inflexible column. 

Whenever the school committee came 
in, or the parish minister, the Scholars all 
arose, and did tho same when they re¬ 
tired, at the same time making a respect¬ 
ful bow. 

The only telic of this age of manners, 
which has survived the fall of the past 
twenty-five years, is seen when the lads 
arise to say, 

“ You’d scarce expect one of my age, 

To speak in public on the stage.” 

Any effort on the part of our teachers 
to inculcate good manners and morals 
will not fail to meet a favorable response 
from tho community, and will add much 
to the order and efficiency of the rchool. 

I need hardly say that the teacher should 
bo a model of good manners and correct 
pronunciation. Habits arc catiching, 
and in time become a sort of second na¬ 
ture, from which it is extremely hard 
sometimes to break, if not in some in¬ 
stances quite impossible. 

It is much easier to say “I thank you,” 
or “I’m obliged to you,” than it is to go 
away without saying it, feeling all the 
time that you havn’t done quite right. I 
think no teacher should receive anything 
from a pupil, however trivial, not even 
the passing of a book, slate, or pencil, 
without this acknowledgment. The pu¬ 
pil should always be requested to do the 
same on the reception $f anything from 
the teacher or any other person. 

Order is said to be heaven’s first law, 
but whether this be true or not, it is quite 
certain that it should be the first in the 
school-room.— Manchester Mirror.

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Thrilling Adventure in India. 

FROM THE NOTE BOOK OF AN ENGLISH 
OFFICER. 

During a residence of some months at 
a station on the Malabar coast of Hin- 
dostan I frequently went into the forest 
alone, for the purpose of amusing myself 
hy the great variety of game, but seldom 
ventured so far as to prevent my return 
before night. Attended by a native, I 
one day proposed asceuding a mountain, 
whose blue summit could scarcely be dis¬ 
tinguished from the town, rising far in 
.the wilderness above the lesser heights of 
the great Gaut range. We started at 
daybreak, and plunged directly into the 
forest, in a direction toward the object of 
our expedition. I carried a 'heavy rifle, 
and wore a brace of pistols and a long 
bunting-kife in my girdle. My compan¬ 
ion wore nothing but a pair of unshapely 
shoes, made of untanned leather, and a 
garment of leopard-skin which descended 
to the knees was fastened at the waist by 
a belt, in which was placed a heavy knife, 
•with a curved blade, which I observed 
was very sharp and bright; he carried no 
other weapon, except a short fowling- 
piece loaded with a ball. He was an 
athletic and bold-looking fellow, ac¬ 
quainted with all the methods of hunting 
and combating all of the fierce prowlers 
of the wilds, and possessed with an un¬ 
common degree of sagacity, coolness and 
physical strength. These were the quali¬ 
ties I desired, for I had been informed 
that the mountain we had beeu in quest 
of was a dangerous place, even lor the 
most daring and skillful ; being full of 
rocky caves inaccessible to anything but 
the beasts to whom they afforded shelter; 
■and the country in its vicinity being cov¬ 
ered with dense forest and dark tangled 
jungles, into which the foot of man had 
never ventured. 

As we approached the mountain our 
progress indeed became more and more 
difficult. Thick bushes and fallen tim¬ 
ber frequently obstructed our way.— 
Nearly every appearance of game ceased 
here. The smallest animals had fled this 
region, or had fallen prey to the more 
lordly species of the brute creation. Oc¬ 
casionally we heard the crushing of the 
boughs, and caught a glimpse of some 
moving object in the dark recesses of the 
thickets or saw the spotted folds of the 
cobra di capella, and other fearful snakes 
glide away and disappear among the 
leaves and thick brush, as though startled 
at our approach. But thus far we had 
proceeded so cautiously as not to disturb 
these dangerous creatures, or attract their 
attention. My companion would fre¬ 
quently pause, in a listening attitude, and 
cast his piercing glance into the tree tops 
which met above us and completely shut 
out the light of day,' as though he ex¬ 
pected to see the crouching tiger or the 
anaconda, ready to dart upon us ; and yet 
there was no expression of fear on the 
fellow’s countenance—it was the caution 
of the true hunter. 

We had accomplished nearly one half 
of the ascent, tvhen we were stopped by 
a wall of rock, perpendicularly in many 
places to the 1 Sght of several hundred 
feet, and runu. J across the face of the 
mountain, to the right and left, until the 
eye lost its curve on either side. Seeing 
no way of passing over, under, or through 
the obstacle, T directed the native to fol¬ 


low the ledge a shOTt distance toward the 
left in order to find an opening while I 
took the right. I poceeded some distance 
and found a break in the rock through 
which I thought we might make our way 
to the tap. Trees had grown up in this 
opening, and bushes had sprung from 
every crevice along its sides, filling it up 
so completely that only an occasional 
glimpse could be hpd of the sky through 
the top, which appeared no wider than 
one s hand. 

While contemplating this singular ar¬ 
rangement, the native made his appear¬ 
ance and after attentively considering, the 
opening said he could make the ascent.— 
At this moment a sudden current of air, 
bursting through the crevice, parted the 
bushes, and disclosed to us, a little be¬ 
yond, a spot where the great rock seem¬ 
ed no longer entire. We had proceeded 
along this passage which was nearly 
blocked up by the trees and brush, until 
we reach this point, and were convinced 
at once the ascent would not be difficult. 
The, crevice widened here, and it struck 
me In particular that it seemed no longer 
a rent, but a natural opening, which grew 
gradually wider as it ran further into the 
mountain, and the sides of which were 
composed of rock of various dimensions, 
some projecting .nearly or quite across the 
fissure. The side which we proposed to 
ascend was not quite perpendicular at 
this spot, and its broken appearance, and 
the shrubs growing from it made our suc¬ 
cess apparently feasible. 

Impelled by curiosity and a desire to 
know more of this singular opening, 1 
determined to penetrate farther into it, 
while my companion tried the ascent. I 
proceeded some distance, and noticed that 
the passage seemed to grow no wider; but 
the vegetation became thinner at every 
step, and at length ceased almost entirely. 
Here, on looking up. I saw that the cre¬ 
vice was closed sorm, fifty feet above, and 
before me was darkness, in which I dared 
not penetrate. While looking with a 
sort of horror into this dark chasm which 
seemed to lead directly toward the heart 
of the mountain, I heard a rustling sound 
proceeding from its recesses, and started 
back appalled at the thought of having 
entered, perhaps the very den of the 
fierce tiger or the dread lion. The noise 
was repeated, and hastily turning, I re¬ 
traced my steps as rapidly as possible. 1 
cast my eyes up among the rocks to dis¬ 
cover my companion, but found that 1 had 
passed the spot where he hud commenced 
climbing, and as I turned again to go 
back, I saw through the bushes an enor¬ 
mous serpent glide slowly toward me, 
along that part of the passage I had trav¬ 
ersed. He did not seem to be aware of 
the presence of any foe or victim, but 
erept along with his body half concealed 
among the bushes, aud his head close to 
the ground, until arriving under the na¬ 
tive, and probably alarmed at some noise 
the latter made, he then reared himself 
several feet above the ground, and be¬ 
holding the man above him, gave a loud 
and terrible hiss, and quick as lightning 
coiled himself around the nearest tree 
and ascended to its houghs. The sight 
paralyzed every mental and physical facul¬ 
ty I possessed. I had no life but in the 
horror of gazing upon that fearful mon¬ 
ster—horror which was greatly increased 
by the peril in which it placed my com¬ 
panion. He meanwhile heard the terri¬ 
ble hissing below him, and became fully 
aware of the extent of his* danger. He 
had climbed forty or fifty feet, and was 
very nearly as high as the top of the tree 
which the serpent was ascending in pur¬ 
suit of him. 

For ten or fifteen feet above where he 
now stood the rock was perpendicular, 
and offered no facilities for climbing ex¬ 
cept its crevices and the bushes that 
grew from them. Up he went, however, 
with incredible agility, until within a few 
feet of a spot where the wall seemed to 
jut back, forming a sort of shelf; here 
nothing seemed within his reach by which 
he might raise himself higher, and for a 
moment he paused. Above him, and 
quite out of reach, was a decayed root, 
which did not look strong enough to sus¬ 
tain his weight, and above that was a 
strong bush, which if he could but grasp, 
he felt certain of being able to reach the 
shelf, where he would have some chance 
of defending himself, and he observed 
the top of the great opening was not far 
above this, although a closer examination 
would have shown him that it was im¬ 
possible to reach it from his present posi¬ 
tion, for the wall above the shelf, and on 
either side, presented a solid, smooth 
front, without shrub or crevice. He had 
but an instant to consider. He heard a 
quick rustling in the tree below, a branch 
of which ran very near him, and again, 
that sharp hiss told him that his frightful 
enemy was almost in reach of him.— 
AVith the energy that desperation gives in 
such moments he made a spring up the 
perpendicular face of the rock. If he 
missed his aim, or the root broke, unless 
he could seize the bush above he was lost 
for he would inevitably fall, and the ser¬ 
pent would seize him as soon as within 
his reach. The root did break al¬ 
most an instant after his weight was up¬ 
on it, but the agile native had managed 
to lay his hand on the bush, and after 
another powerful effort he was upon the 


shelf. Seeing it was impossible to climb 
farther, he turned and settling his back 
firmly against the rock; drew his knife 
and fixed his eyes upon his enemy. 

I saw the latter wind himself around 
one of the strongest of the high limbs, 
which would bring him very near his in¬ 
tended victim and then ray self-possession 
returned. In fact, what I have related 
had passed so rapidly before my eyes that 
I had scarcely had time for action of any 
sort. The serpent had ascended the tree 
so swiftly until concealed by its branches 
that I had no time to fire, but now that 
he had exposed himself I determined to 
do so although the shot might endanger 
the native. The frightful monster in his 
revolutions around the limb, paused 
whenever his head came above it, and 
fixing his burning eyes upon his ex¬ 
pected prey, made another turn around 
the limb, and each time came nearer to 
its extremity. As his head came fairly 
in view, I fired, aiming at his neck. The 
report of the rifle in this pent-up place, 
was tremendous, and instantly turning 
his head toward the tree, the serpent 
twisted himself into a hard knot upon 
the limb. I distinctly heard his blood 
dropping upon the leaves near my feet.— 

I thought I had done the business for him, 
but was mistaken, for in a moment, hiss¬ 
ing in anger, he uncoiled himself and 
again advanced along the branch. 

My companion had left his fowling- 
piece near where I stood, and I seized it 
and fired a second time, but without ef¬ 
fect. He reached tha end of the limb, 
which, though running horizontally, was 
a continuance of the main body of the 
tree, and having been broken near the 
shelf, was strong enough to bear his 
weight and bend very little. Here with 
his head flattened and his arched swollen 
crest glowing like fire, he prepared to 
spring upon his prize. The blood stream¬ 
ed from his wound in the neck, and flow¬ 
ing down crimsoned the bright scales, 
but he seemed to be but little injured.— 
His burning and dilating eyes were fixed 
upon the native, and his red forked 
tongue darted like an incessant flame 
from his mouth. The man was prepared 
for him—the keen knife glittered in his 
hand—but his situation was a terrible 
one. 

At this moment a dark shadow fell 
upon him. He look up and in amaze¬ 
ment beheld a lion of great size standing 
upon the brink of the opening some ten 
feet above him, with his eyes fixed on the 
other side, and evidently intending to 
cross. A hiss from below caught his ear, 
and dropping his head quickly between 
his legs, he lifted his mane, and with a 
loud roar sprang fiercely at the native, 
who avoided him by shrinking close to 
the rock, and as he came within reach on 
the shelf, he plunged the knife into his 
side. As the Hon recovered his leap and 
turned upon his foe, I saw two or three 
coils fly from the limb like rings of fire, 
and in an instant one of them was around 
the shaggy neck of the lordly beast, and 
the fangs of the serpent were fastened 
just above his eyes. He was dragged 
struggling from the shelf, and the serpent 
retaining his hold upon the limb, they 
swung heavily against the'body of a tree. 
The joints of the serpent stretched to 
their utmost tension, and the limb bent 
and cracked with the weight it sustained, 
and he firmly kept hold, and drew the 
cord about the neck of the struggling lion 
as tight as a hangman's knot. But the 
mighty beast was not thus to he over¬ 
come. With one of his strong paws he 
grasped the snake above the head, and 
turning seized that part in his mouth, 
crushing bones and flesh, and gnashing 
his teeth in fury when they met. The 
cords upon the limb now relaxed, and 
they fell heavily upon the ground, fight¬ 
ing in a heap, and whirling the dry leaves 
up in a cloud with their fiery energy. 

I ran up the path which the native had 
selected before, and was soon joined by 
him. With little difficulty we reached 
the top of the opening, and turned to 
look at the strange battle below. But it 
was over. The large serpent lay bloody 
and motionless at the foot of the tree, and 
the victorious lion disappeared among the 
bushes in the direction of the fissure.— 
He had received some severe wounds, 
and I doubt not his bones ached from 
the great stress of the serpent's folds.— 
Our attempted ascent of the mountain 
ended for that day, and we quickly wend¬ 
ed our way homeward.

Matters in the Moon. 

What a curious almanac those good 
people in the moon would have ! There, 
days are as long as years, and day and 
year are equal to our months, 29 days 12 
hours and 45 minutes. The seasons dif¬ 
fer but very little from each other. On 
the equator there reigns eternal Summer, 
for the sun is ever in the zenith; the 
poles are buried in eternal winter. The 
days are of equal length throughout the 
year, all days equally light, all nights 
equally dark. The absence of an atmos¬ 
phere. deprives the moon of the sweet 
charms of a twilight, and glaring day 
would follow gloomy night with the ra¬ 
pidity of lightning if the slow rising and 
setting sun did not slightly break the sud¬ 
denness of the transition. Human eyes, 
however, could not bear the fierce con¬ 
trasts of light and shadow ; they would 
long in vain for the soft material: between 
the two extremes, the other colors, which 
beautify our world with their joyous vari¬ 
ety and soft harmony. The sky there is 
not blue, but even in day time black, and 
by the side of the dazzling sun, the stars 
claim their places and light in the heav¬ 
ens. Near the poles the mountain tops 
shine in unbroken splendor yea* after 
yeur, but the valleys know neither day 
nor night, scantily lighted as they ever 
are by the faint glimmer reflected from 
surrounding walls. 

That side of the moon which is turned 
from us, has a night of nearly fifteen 
days; the stars only, and planets, shine 
on its every dark sky. The side we see 
on the contrary, knows no night; the 
night lights it up with never ceasing 
earth-shine, a light fourteen times strong¬ 
er than that which we receive from the 
moon. We recognize our own light lent 
to our friend in the faint, grayish glim¬ 
mer of that portion of the moon which 
before and after the new moon receives 
no light from the sun, but only from the 
earth, and reflects it back again upon us. 
Mornings in fall show it more brilliant 
than evenings in spring, because in au¬ 
tumn the continents of the earth with 
their stronger light illuminate the moon, 
while in spring she receives a fainter 
light from our oceans. Our orb appears 
to the Man in the Moon as changeable as 
his ho«hc to us, and he might speak of 
the first and last quarter of the new 
earth and full earth. The whole heaven 
moves before him once in 29 days around 
its axis; the sun and stars rise and set 
regularly once in the long day; but the 
vast orb of our earth is nearly immova¬ 
ble. All around is in unceasing motion, 
the mild face of earth alone, a gorgeous 
moon of immense magnitude, never sets 
nor rises, but remains ever fixed in the 
zenith. 

It there appears sixteen times larger 
than the moon to us, and daily exhibits 
its vast panorama of oceans, continents 
and islands. Bright light and dark shad¬ 
ows are seen in every varied change, 
land or water, clearings of forests appear, 
neiv with every cloud or fog, and different 
at different seasons. The man in the 
moon has thus not only his watch and his 
almanac before him in the ever changing 
face of the earth, but he may, for all wc 
know have maps of our globe which 
many a geographer would envy on ac¬ 
count of their fullness and accuracy.— 
Long before Columbus discoved Ameri¬ 
ca, and Cook New Holland, our lunar 
neighbor knew most correctly the form 
and the outlines of the new continents. 
There was no new world for him, and 
there is none left. He could tell us the 
secret of the interior of Africa and reveal 
to us the fearful mysteries of the Polar 
Seas. But how he on his side must mar¬ 
vel at our vast fields of snow, our volca¬ 
noes and tropical storms and tempest— 
he who knows neither fire, nor snow nor 
clouds! 

What strange fables he may have in¬ 
vented to explain the shadows of our 
clouds as they chase each other over sea 
and land, and hide from him in an in¬ 
stant the sunlit landscape ! And strang¬ 
er still, on the side of the moon which is 
turned from the earth, he knows nothing 
at all about us, unless news reaches him 
from the happier side. Or he may yn- 
dertake—the great event in his life—a 
long and painful journey to the bright 
hall of his globe; to stare at the won- 
derously brilliant earth-star with its un¬ 
read mysteries and marvelous changes of 
fitting lights and shadows. Who knows 
what earnest prayer may arise from the 
moon full of thanks for the floods of light 
and heat we pour upon them, or of ar¬ 
dent wishes that their souls might here¬ 
after be allowed to dwell in the bright 
homes of the beauteous star ?

Female Heroism. 

Boccaccio has been censured as having 
in some degree, outraged both human 
feeling and probability in his pathetic 
story of the “Pot of Basil.” The sad 
circumstance we are about to relate which 
yet has a sweetness underneath, redeeming 
its horrors, affords proof that the great 
novelist had neither miscalculated the 
power of female affection, nor that deep 
principle of our nature, by which a lofty 
emotion purifies and hallows its object.— 
Among the various scenes of misery 
which characterized the ghastly mistakes 
of the French revolution, occurred the 
following: “A young female who had 
been present at the execution of her lover, 
followed his body to the spot where, to¬ 
gether with those of other victims, it was 
to be interred. She there endeavored, 
by a bribe of a hundred louis, to procure 
from j the grave-digger the head ; and 
having obtained his promise, returned af¬ 
terwards, alone and trembling to the 
ground, she received and carefully enfold¬ 
ed it in her veil. Nature, however, was 
less powerful than love. This unfortu¬ 
nate girl, exhausted by the struggles 
she had encountered, fell at the corner of 
the street St. Florentin, and revealed to 
the terrified view of the spectators the 
burthen she had hitherto so carefully con¬ 
cealed. She was sent before the revolu¬ 
tionary tribunal, the members of which 
regarded as a crime an act which ought to 
have moved them with pity. She was 
soon after led to the scaffold, enchanted 
with the hope of finding, in a better 
world, the object she had so passionately 
loved in this. 


An American Lady to be a Queen. 

It is rumored that Louis Napoleon de¬ 
sires to put his cousin, Lucine Murat—a 
few years a planter in Florida—on the 
throne of Naples. Murat is a good na- 
tured person, but has neither energy nor 
wit enough to make a king in times 
like these. He has however one great 
advantage to back him which no king in 
Europe can brag of, for he has a Yankee 
wife—and she is not only a handsome 
woman still, but has intellect, energy and 
decision enough to keep her husband on 
the throne without the aid of a police.— 
What a novelty !—a genuine Yankee la¬ 
dy transferred into a regular queen, and 
a queen of Naples too!—the loveliest 
spot in the world—not more famous for 
its Vesuvius and Pompeii than for its un¬ 
rivalled maccaroni and soup.

A Chinese Priest at his Devotions. 

Hearing a continual thumping noise in 
the room beyond, we pushed open the 
door and surprised a Boodhist priest at 
his devotions.

The condition of trance can he induced 
by suppressing the respiration and fixing 
the mind; aud we cannot convey a better 
idea of it than by giving after Dr. Cheyne,of 
Dublin, the following account of the case of 
Col. Townsend, of Bath, a gentleman of high 
Christaiu character. Col. Townsend could 
die or expire when he pleased—and yet by 
an effort or somehow, he oculd come to life 
again, lie insisted so much on our -seeing 
the trial made, that we were at last forced to 
comply. 

We all three felt his pulse first—it was 
clear and distinct, though small and thready; 
and his heart had its usual beating. He 
composed himself upon bis back, and lay in 
a still position for some time ; while 1 held 
his right band, Bnyunnl laid bis bend on bis 
heart, and Mr. Skrine held a clean looking- 
glass to bis mouth. 1 found bis pulse sink 
gradually, until, nt last 1 could not feel any 
by the most exact and nice touch. Dr. Bay- 
uurd could not feel the least motion in the 
heart, nor Mr. Skrine perceive the least sigu 
of breath on the mirror he held to his mouth. 
Then eacli of us by turns examined his arm, 
heart and breath, but could not, by the nicest 
scrutiny, discover the least symptoms of life 
in him. 

We rensoned a long time about this odd 
appearance, as well as we could ; and findr 
ing he still continued in that condition, we 
began to conclude that he hud indeed car¬ 
ried the experiment too far ; and at last, we 
were satisfied that he was actually dead, and 
we were just ready to leave him. This con¬ 
tinued about half an hour. By nine in the 
morning, in autumn, as we were going away, 
we observed some motion about the body, 
and upon examination, found his pulse and 
the motion of his heart gradually returning; 
he began to breathe heavily and to speak 
softly. We were all astonished to the last 
degree at tills unexpected change, and after 
some further conversation with him and 
among ourselves; we went away fully - satis¬ 
fied as to the particulars of this fact, hut con¬ 
founded and puzzled, and not able to form 
any rational scheme that might account for 
ir. In repeating this remarkable experiment 
on a subsequent occasion, Col. Townsend 
actually expired. 

How to bo Happy. 

I will give you two or three good rules 
which may help you to become happier than 
you would be without knowing them ; but 
us to being completely happy, that you can 
never he till you get to heaven.

My third rule is, “Look on the sunny side 
of things.”

His father had 
in the meantime died, and he had well, 
nigh exhausted his poor mother’s patience 
and her purse, by his frequent demands 
upon the latter. During this time his 
nervous intellect could not be slumbered, 
even by the deadening influence of gam¬ 
ing and he became a riper scholar, but 
misery had marked him for a victim, and 
already he began to long for the Lethe of 
forgetfulness. At last, when in a state 
of utter desperation, temptation seized 
him and one day, after a night’s debauch 
at the gaming-table, knowing that one of 
the professors had a sura of money in 
the bank, he procured a cheek, filled it 
with the sum of $2000, forged the pro¬ 
fessor’s signature, and drew the money. 
Utterly desperate, he started that night 
for New York, and two days after finding 
a ship to sail for Calleo, he took passage 
in her, and in four months found himself 
in Lima. 

“For three yeais and over he was a 
wanderer—a wanderer through the cities 
and wilds of South America. His ner¬ 
vous brain would not let him rest, and 
so he continued to study and to learn, al¬ 
ways having with him one or more books, 
from which he acquired the languages, in 
which he became so proficient. He 
roamed into the heart of Peru, lived for 
many months among the natives on the 
banks of the wildly flowing Amazon, 
roved over the broad Pampas, lived the 
life of an outcast—but always looking to 
the Lethe of forgetfulness. At last, his 
means were exhausted and in utter de¬ 
spair again he went on board an Ameri¬ 
can ship at Valparaiso, and worked his 
passage home, hoping that he and his 
crime were forgotten, and that yet he 
might find his Lethe among his fellow- 
men, and intending if it was a life’s la¬ 
bor, to atone as fully as he could for his 
youth’s crime. An advertisement had at¬ 
tracted him to the office of the .Morning

Modes of Worship. 

Very few persons reflect how great have 
been the changes in the modes of public 
worship in the last century, especially in 
the musical portion of. church services.— 
A correspondent of the Newark Daily 
Advertiser, writing from Hamilton, C. 
W., thus speaks of the Free Church of 
Scotland at that place. The suggestions 
are worthy of attention : 

“ The devotional services in the sanc¬ 
tuary struck me with uncommon power. 
The leader sits in front of the pulpit, the 
choir in the front pews, and “ all the peo¬ 
ple praise God,” as in David’s time.—. 
There is no singing by proxy here. I 
was overwhelmed by the m 'jesty of the 
music; it was “ as the sound of many 
waters.” There can be no doubt that 
the churches in the United States must 
go back to the customs of their fathers, 
in the item of singing. “ Let the people 
praise God.” 

“ I was also struck with the uniformity 
with which the people stood in the time 
of public prayer. On speaking of this 
matter to different gentlemen, they said 
that American Christians on visiting here 
had expressed their sorrow at the usage 
in the United States of sitting in the time 
of prayer, which is not sanctioned by 
Scripture. It is to be hoped our Newark 
Churches will consider the subject of con¬ 
gregational singing in public prayer.” 

WomaH’s Sphere. 

Charles Dickens never wrote anything 
more beautiful und true than the following : 

“The true woman, for whose ambition a 
husband’s love and her children’s adoration 
are sufficient, who applies her military in¬ 
stincts to the discipline of her household, 
and whose intellect has field enough for her 
in communication with the husband and 
whose heart asks no other honor than his 
love and admiration ; a woman that does not 
think it a weakness to attend to her toilet, 
and does not disdain to be beautiful; who 
believe in the virtue of glossy hair and well¬ 
fitting gowns, and who eschews rent and 
ravelled edges, slipshod shoes, and audacious 
make ups; a woman who speaks low, and 
does not speak much; who is patient and 
geutle, and intellectual and industrious; who 
loves more than she reasons, and rarely 
argues but adjusts with a smile ; such a wo¬ 
man is the wife we have all dreamed of in 
our lives, and that is tiie mother we still 
worship in the backward distance of the 
past!—such a w-onian us this does more for 
woman’s cause than all the sea captains, 
barristers, judges and members of parlia¬ 
ment put together—God-given and God- 
blessed as she is!” 

Rufus Choate. —The Boston Atlas thus 
describes Mr. Choate’s speaking: 

For Mr. Choate’s rhetoric we have a great 
regard. His passion is irresistible and his 
declaration overwhelming. A wonderful 
master of speech, he pours it out with as¬ 
tonishing fecundity ; the sparkling sentences 
crowd and jostle each other; bravely dressed 
figures appear and disappear in an atmos¬ 
phere of starry spleudor; language assumes 
tints as well as tone: the stream of molten 
metaphor rushes on ; imagination transcends 
all laws, and expands into Sybilliue frenzy ; 
we are charmed, astonished, and at last 
magnetized by the phantasmagoria of words 
before ns. Could Mr. Choate’s sentences 
he solidified as they full from his lips, the 
great rhetorician would soon be buried be¬ 
neath bushels of diamonds and tons of gold 
of his own creation. 

Taken In. —A banker in Buffalo rewntly 
lent $12,000 to two Germans, taking as a se¬ 
curity fifty or sixty English lever gold watch¬ 
es. The Jews did not call for their watches, 
and it was found that they were all made of 
pinchbeck, except one which had served as 
a sample.

A Romantic Indian Legend. 


A writer in Blackwood's Magazine is 
furnishing for that work “Notes on Can- 
.ada and the North-west States of Ameri¬ 
ca. These “Notes” contain many inci¬ 
dents which are quite pleasant and reada¬ 
ble. During his stay in Minnesota, he 
heard the following legend of a pretty 
Indian girl whose name was Winona :— 
“The most celebrated part of the Up¬ 
per Mississippi, as well for the beauty ofl 
the scenery as for the romantic Indian le¬ 
gends which attach to many of the most 
striking objects in it, is Lake Pepin. It 
is properly an expansion of the river, not 
exceeding four or five miles in width, 
and twenty-five in length. The current 
is, however, barely perceptible. Upon 
the right, lofty calcareous cliffs terminate 
abruptly. They are generally pyramidal 
in form. The La Grange cliff at the en¬ 
trance to the lake is about 350 feet , in 
height, and a remarkable instance of this ; 
the “Maiden’s Rock” is a lofty promonto¬ 
ry projecting into the lake, upon the 
north-east side, and rising from it to an 
elevation of about 400 feet. It is. so 
called because an Indian damsel precipi¬ 
tated herself from the top of it, like any 
civilized young lady. Winona—for that 
was her name—was incited to this act by 
a sentiment which it has been supposed 
only exists in the form of temporary in¬ 
sanity in refined society.

scalps, and an establishment generally 
which no young woman of proper feelings 
would have dreampt of refusing. Wino¬ 
na, however, seems to have been badly 
brought up, for she persisted in her ob¬ 
stinacy. She certainly did go so far as to 
flirt a little with the warrior, and chose 
him more often than was quite correct, if 
she did not mean anything, as her partner 
at scalp dances ; but this, she assured her 
lover, was only for the sake of keeping 
up appearances in society; her heart 
could never be another s, &c. &c. At 
last her mamma said that it was quite ab¬ 
surd of Winona to put the whole family 
to inconvenience, and prevent her young¬ 
er sisters from being settled in life 
through her caprice, to say nothing of the 
money that had been lavished upon her, 
and the trouble which had been taken to 
get into the best society on her account;

Tfip 
Mountains of the Moon, sought for 
through two thousand years, have been 
beheld by a Caucassian eye ; and an En¬ 
glish steamer has ascended the Chadda to 
the frontiers of the great Kingdom of 
Bornou ; Leichardt and Stuart have pen¬ 
etrated the wilderness of Australia; the 
Russians have descended form Irknotsk 
to the mouth of the Amoor; the antiqua¬ 
ted walls of Chinese prejudice have been 
cracked and are fast tumbling down, and 
the canvas screens which surround jTapan 
have been cut off by the sharp edge of 
American enterprise. Such are the prin¬ 
cipal results of modern exploration.— 
What quarter of a century, since the form 
of the earth and the boundaries of its 
land and water were known, can exhibit 
such a list of achievements ?” 


It will add more to your convenience 
and comfort through life than you can 
now imagine. It saves time, saves tem¬ 
per, saves patience, and saves money.— 
For a while it may be a little trouble¬ 
some, but you will soon find that it is ea¬ 
sier to do right than wrong ; that it is ea¬ 
sier to act by rule than without one. 

Be systematic in everything; let it ex¬ 
tend to the most minute trifles, it is not 
beneath you. Whitfield could not go to 
sleep at night, if, after retiring, he re¬ 
membered that his gloves and riding 
whip were not in their usual place, where 
he cov’d lay his hand on them in the 
dark,"on any emergency; and such are 
the men who leave their mark on the 
world’s history. It was by his systemat¬ 
ic habits from youth to age that Noah 
Webster was enabled to leave to the 
world his great dictionary. “Method 
was the presiding spirit of his life,” 
writes his biographer. 

Systematic men are the only reliable 
men ; they are the men who comply with 
their engagements. They are minute 
men. The man who has nothing to do is 
the man who does nothing. The man df 
system is soon known to do all that he 
engages to do ; to do it well and at the 
time promised ; consequently he has his 
hands full. When I want any mechani¬ 
cal job done, I go to the man whom I 
always find busy, and I do not fail to find 
the man to do that job well, promptly, 
and to the hour. 

And more, teach your children to he 
systematic. Begin with your daughters 
at five years of age; give them a drawer 
or two for their clothing; make it a point 
to go to that drawer any hour of the day 
and night; and if each article is not pro¬ 
perly arranged, give quiet and rational 
admonition ; if arranged well, give affec¬ 
tion praise and encouragement. Remem¬ 
ber that children, as well as grown peo¬ 
ple, will do more to retain a name than 
to make one. . 

As soon as practicable, let your child 
have a room which shall be its own, and 
treat that room as you did the drawer ; 
thus you will plant and cultivate a habit 
of systematic action, which will bless that 
child while young, increase the blessing 
when the child becomes a parent, and ex¬ 
tend its pleasurable influences to the 
close of life. A single unsystematic per¬ 
son in a house is a curse to any family.— 
A wife who has her whole establishment 
so arranged, from cellar to attic, that she 
knows on any emergency, where to go for 
a required article, is a treasure to any 
man, (my experience, reader!) while one 
who never knows where anything is, and 
when it is by accident found, is almost 
sure to find it crumpled, soiled, out of or¬ 
der, such a wife as the latter is unworthy 
of the name, and is a living reproach to 
the mother who bore her.— Hall's Jour.

A Thrilling Scene. 

The Journal of Commerce relates the fol¬ 
lowing thrilling account of an adventure 
which occurred in Dr. Kane’s party, in the 
frozen fields of the North: 

‘At one time it became necessary to send 
a fatigue party with provisions, to assist the 
main party under Dr. Kane, in an attempted 
passage across Smith’s sound. This party 
was under the command of Mr. Brooks, first 
officer of the expedition. He was accom¬ 
panied by Mr. Wilson and other volunteers. 
During their travel they found the ice com¬ 
pletely impenetrable and a snow-drift nt 
last swept wildly over the floes, and in the 
midst of a heavy gale from the north, the 
thermometer, to their dismay, sunk to 57 
deg. below zero. Human nature could not 
support the terrible cold. Four of the party, 
including Mr. Brooks and Mr. Wilson, were 
prostrate with frozen l'eef, and with great 
difficulty fliree of their companions, after 
encountering great suffering, reached the 
ship and announced the condition of their 
comrades. Their chances of rescue seemed 
extremely small. They were in the midst 
of n wilderness of snow, incapable of motion, 
protected only by u canvas tent, and with no 
landmarks by which their position could he 
known. Even to drug these maimed men 
would have been under ordinary circum¬ 
stances a work of difficulty, but tothesleuder 
pnrty left nt the ship, it seemed to be iin 
possible. Dr. Kane, with the boldness and 
courage which justified the warm attachment 
felt towards him by all under his command, 
in less than one hour organized a recruiting 
party leaving on board only those who 
were necessary to relieve the sick, and 
started off in the teeth of a terrific gale, 
steering by compass to rescue the sufferers. 

After nineteen hours’ constant travel, dur¬ 
ing which two of the party fuinted, and 
others required to be kept from sleep by 
force, they struck the trail of the lost party, 
and fiuully, staggering under their burdens 
one by one they reached the tent, which 
was almost hiddeu by the snow. The scene 
as Dr. Kane entered the tent, was affecting 
beyond description, 

The party burst out into tears. A blubber 
fire was immediately built, penimican cook¬ 
ed, and the party ate for the first time after 
leaving the vessel. Ice was also melted, 
they having been to this time without drink. 
Worn out us they were, but four hours were 
allowed for the halt. The maimed of the 
frozen party were sewed up in Buffalo robes, 
placed on sledges, and dragged along by 
their companions, Dr. Kane walking in ad¬ 
vance, picking the track. Cold of the utmost 
severity again overtook them. Bonsall r.nd 
Morton, and even the Esquimaux boy, Huuce, 
suuk upon the snow with sleep. It was 
only by force that they were aroused and 
made to proceed, as the cold seemed to have 
destroyed all conception of danger. A large 
benr, met on their way, was fortunately 
scared off by Dr. Kane by the simple waving 
of his hand. They reached the ship after 
a walk of sixty-two hours, still draggiti; 
their companions behind them, but insensi¬ 
ble. Dr. Hays, the intelligent surgeon ofj 
the ship, from whom we obtained the par¬ 
ticulars of this fearful adventure, received 
the returning pary. Two of the number 
died of their injuries and two others under¬ 
went amputation, who are now restored to 
perfect health. 

The condition of those who dragged the 
sick, was most lamentable. Their memory 
for a time was entirely gone, and the ship, 
in the midst of muttering delirium, resembled 
an hospital. The surgeon and one remain¬ 
ing nttendant, were in sole charge of the 
ship. In this state of semi-madness the sick 
remained for two or three days, but nfter- 
wards they entirely recovered, and the party 
under Dr. Kane started three weeks after¬ 
wards and resumed their labors in the field. 

Intrepidity like this has never been sur¬ 
passed. It is spoken of with emotion, even 
now, by the stoutest hearts in the expedi¬ 
tion.

A Tun or CoAL.- i -Judge Grier, of the 
United States Supreme Court has decided, 
on a suit instituted in Pennsylvania, that the 
legal weight of a tun of coal is 2,240 lbs., 
and that no State law can be enacted alter¬ 
ing the quantity. According to this decision 
every coal dealer who gives but $2,000 to 
the tun can be arrested and convicted on a 
| charge of swindling.

Here they should find 
the fulfilment of the first commandment 
with promise.
